Frederic man inducted into Great 
Lakes Lore Maritime Museum

A Frederic native who made 
his living and supported family 
as a sailor was recently inducted 
into the Great Lakes Lore 
Maritime Museum. 

Edward J. Jungman was one 
of 29 sailors inducted into the 
Great Lakes Lore Maritime 
Museum, which is based in 
Rogers City, during a ceremony 
held on Aug. 15. Jungman was 
among 10 sailors who lost their 
lives when the S.S. Cedarville 
was struck by another ship in the 
Straits of Mackinac on May 7, 


1965. He was 50. 


Jungman was born in Frederic 


of emigrant parents, who came 
to the United States from 
Germany in 1913. , 

In his earlier years, Jungman 
was a member of the Civilian 
Conservation Corps, which 
planted hundreds of trees, devel- 
oped roads and state parks across 
Michigan. 

From 1942 to 1948, Jungman 
served as a Private Ist Class in 
the United States Army, and he 
was also employed by the rail- 
roads. 

In 1958, at the age of 44, 
Jungman boarded his first Great 
Lakes freighter - The Carl D. 
Bradley, working in the deck 


‘department. 


From 1958 through 1965, he 


sailed on a number of Bradley 
Transportation ships. He: also 
worked on the freighter Rogers 
City before taking a deckwatch 
position on the S.S. Cedarville. 

Jungman was serving as deck- 
watch on the S.S, Cedarville 
when tragedy struck. On May 7, 
1965, the S.S. Cedarville collid- 
ed with a Norwegian freighter 
The Topdalsfjord in the Straits of 
Mackinac 

David M. Erickson, director of 
the Great Lakes Lore Maritime 
Museum and a S.S. Cedarville 
survivor, said visibility was 
reduced that day as ships were 
making their way through the 
Straits of Mackinac.

Estimated damage 
at Weyerhaeuser 
plant is $90,000

A 26-year-old Lainsburg man _ was 
charged with felony malicious destruction 
of property charges from an incident that 
occurred at two Beaver Creek Township 
businesses earlier this month. 

Shaun Simmons was charged with mali- 
cious destruction of personal property over 
$20,000 and malicious destruction of a 
building over $20,000 from an incident, 
which occurred at the Lake City Redi-Mix 
Plant and Weyerhaeuser OSB plant located 
off of Four Mile Road in Beaver Creek 

Township on Sunday, Aug. 9. 

Simmons entered the Lake City Redi- 
Mix Plant around 3:30 a.m. with his vehi- 
cle. He was driving his car in circles, tear- 
ing up the.gravel driveway. He then got his 
car stuck in a mound of gravel piled in the 
driveway, and tried to get the car unstuck by 
jumping on the hood. 

Simmons then walked over to the 
Weyerhaeuser factory and entered the gated 
facility. He found a forklift, which he used 

to pick up a floor sweeper. He then re- 
entered the main warehouse, where he 
flipped the forklift and sweeper onto a rail- 
road loading dock. He was thrown to the 
ground, but was uninjured since a wall he 
smashed into held up the forklift. 

Simmons then found a second forklift 
and drove it around running into a brick 
wall, heating units, doors and buildings. He 
then got off the forklift and into a crane. 
While trying to go between two buildings, 
Simmons hit one of the buildings. He then 
drove the crane into the yard at the 
Weyerhaeuser plant, where it stalled and 
Weyerhaeuser employees detained him. 

Troopers Harold Terry and Rick Dettling, 
from the Houghton Lake Post of the 
Michigan State Police, were on their way to 
the Weyerhaeuser plant when they learned 
that employees had Simmons detained. 

Terry said they did not know what to 
expect while responding to the call, think- 
ing it may have been a disgruntled employ- 
ee.

Road Commission, City of Grayling given 
two months to remedy road millage squabble

The Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners 
gave City of Grayling and 
Crawford County officials 
two months to work out a 
road millage funding snafu 
before pitching a proposal 
to patch potholes and repair 
county roads. 

The Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners 
had a resolution that would 
have prohibited the levy of 
a Crawford County millage 
for the repair and mainte- 
nance or county roads on its 
regular monthly meeting 
agenda last week. 

In November 
Crawford County voters 
supported a five-year, one- 
mill proposal to fund the 
reconstruction and mainte- 
nance of county roads under 
the jurisdiction of the 
Crawford County Road 
Commission by a 3,531 yes 


vote to a 3,261 no vote. The | 


millage, Which will first be 
collected on the 2009 win- 
ter tax bills, will generate 
about $543,000 per year for 
road repairs. 

As Grayling City officials 


2008, 


were planning for their 
2010 fiscal budget, which 
began July 1, local officials 
learned that the city leaders 
hope to tap the county mill- 
age to offset the cost of 
repair and maintenance 
major streets within the city 
limits from an article pub- 
lished in the May 7 edition 
of the Crawford County 
Avalanche. The funds city 
officials are seeking to 
obtain would be from taxes 
collected from city property 
owners for the county road 
millage. 

City officials are citing 
Public Act 238 of 1909, bet- 
ter known as the Public 
Highways and Private 
Roads Act, which governs 


_ the allocation and use of tax 


revenues after a tax levy is 
submitted to the electorate. 
The state law says that all 
tax funds allowed to by cap- 
tured by a millage or bond 


_ issue should go to the coun- 


ty treasurer. Exceptions are 
made, however, for the 
amount of county primary 
roads and major streets 
within cities and villages. In 


addition, the statute says.

adopt a resolution to prohib- 
it the collection the road 
millage because county and 
road commission officials 
were not informed of the 
city's intention to collect 
taxes paid by city residents 
in a timely manner. 
Therefore, the ballot lan- 
guage put before voters has 
now been deemed to be mis- 
leading, inaccurate and in 
violation of the state's 
General Property Tax Act. 

Instead of adopting the 
resolution, the board gave 
city and road commission 
officials two months to see 
if they come with an agree- 
ment: to ‘legally ‘colledt ‘the 
tax within the confines of 
how the ballot Janguage was 
worded. 

“We have to give it a try, 
but any remedy has to 
reached with the language 
that was on the ballot,” said 
Don Babcock, managing 
director for the Crawford 
County Road Commission. 

Rich  Jaskowski, a 


_Grayling attomey represent- 


ing the road commission, 
said although a legal agree- 
ment was discussed 
between local officials 
before the vote, some deal 
could be reached before the 
tax bills have to be printed 
and mailed. 
“Obviously, a lot of work 


by the road commission and 
Mr. Babcock went into get- 
ting this road millage 
passed, and they would hate 
to lose those funds, and 
frankly the voters would 
hate to lose those funds as 
well,” Jaskowski said. , 

Ken Riehle, chairman of 
the road commission, said 
the county’s crumbling 
roads can't wait for another 
election cycle and the time it 
takes to be able to collect 
the funds to fix the roads. 

“The way the roads are 
today, if we had to wait for 
another election and to get 
the funds, the roads are ia 
guttiti’ wore alld 'Worsé af 
our budgets are being cut 
Riehle said. 

About $3 million would 
be lost to repair and main- 
tain the county roads if the 
tax is not collected. 

“This gives them time to 
come up with an agreement 
that is 100 percent in accor- 
dance with the ballot lan- 
guage, and if the city does 
not agree to give up their cut 
of the pie, it would be an 
atrocity if we lose those 
funds,” County 
Commissioner Scott 
Hanson said,

scheduled to meet with the 
road comunission on 


Tuesday, Sept. 1. Riehle 
said road commission offi- 
cials planned to attend the 
Grayling ‘City Council's 
meeting on Monday, Aug.

Terry said Simmons told 
him he had received an e- 
mail informing him of an 
abandoned gravel pit he 
could go to blow off some 
steam. Simmons told police 
he had left work at 6 p.m. 
and had just one drink, but a 


breathalyzer test registered 
at .18, three times the legal 
limit of .08 for operating 
under the influence of 
liquor. Lainsburg is located 
northeast of Lansing. 

Terry described Simmons 
as being highly intoxicated 
and “out of it.” 
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“He didn't even know 
where he was at,’ Terry 
said. “He thought he was 
just north of Lansing.” 

Estimated damage at the 
Weyerhaeuser plant is 
$90,000, while between 
$1,500 to $2,000 was done 
at the Lake City Redi-Mix 
facility. 

Simmons’ case has been 
bound over to the Crawford 
County Circuit Court for 
trial. He faces up to 10 years 
in prison and/or a $15,000 
fine or three times the 
amount of the damage he 
caused if convicted. 
Crawford County prosecu- 
tors are also seeking to have 
Simmons charged as a sec- 
ond-offense habitual 
offender. 

Simmons remains in the 
Crawford County Jail in 
lieu of posting bond, which 
was reduced when his case 
was bound over to Circuit 
Court.

He is 
trying to prevent the chil- 
dren and people testifying 
from being uncomfortable 
as the court proceedings are 
underway. 

Children who are victims 
in abuse and neglect cases 
are required to meet the 
guaidian ad litem, a legal 
guardian or person who is 
appointed to represent the 
interest of the child in a 
court case. While those 
meetings don’t have to take 
place at the courthouse, they 
often do as a practical mat- 
ter as the court proceedings 
weave their way through the 
system, During court hear- 
ings, ‘the ‘children: are super- 
vised by. farhily’ members,

foster parents and 
Department of Human 


Services employees and 


sometimes it is not an easy 
task to keep them busy, 
Burmeister said. The vic- 
tim’s room for the Crawford 
County Prosecutor’s Office 
may also have, a person 
there waiting to be called 
for a court hearing, prevent- 
ing that area from being 
used to supervise the chil- 
dren. 

The Read to Kids Zone 
will include a book shelf 
with the new books coming 
from Lisa Libraries. A large 
chair and a few small chairs 
will also be set up in the

lection of books in the vic- 
tim’s room.

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WHAT WILL they think 
of next? 

A recent newspaper story 
(Lansing State Journal, 
August 22) describes a new 
technique at Michigan State 
University’s W.K. Kellogg 
Biological Station in 
Hickory Corners where 
robots milk the farm’s 100 
productive cows. 

When a cow feels like it 
should be relieved of its load 
of milk, it steps into a spe- 
cial milking station where a 
robotic arm reaches under 
the cow’s belly, cleans the 
cow’s udder and then pro- 
ceeds to do its business 
without human assistance. 
The milk travels by tube to a 
container near the machine. 
And that’s it. 

The MSU farm has two 
robot machines in use since 
early July, which cost about 
$250,000 each, and daily 
milk production has 
increased from an average 
of 65 pounds to 70 pounds 
per cow. 

Electronic collars on the 
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Robots ‘taking over dairy chores 


cows transmit frequency and 
production data to the 
robots. The collars cost 
$180 each. 

Before the robots came 
into play in July, the cows 
were milked three times a 
day. Now cows choose their 
own schedule, which is two 
to five times per day. 

Robots free up the work 
schedule of farmers. and, 
the news story claims: “The 
system also liberates cows.” 

The MSU cows also have 
special water beds, covered 
with straw for their relax- 
ation time, the news story 
reports. It quotes an MSU 
science professor that cows 
should spend 12 hours a day 
lying down. 

That’s about the average 
for regular college students, 
too.

side of the cow; I don’t 
remember why. The cow 
continually swished its tail, 
which added to my discom- 
fort, and I worried the cow 
would somehow kick me or 
the bucket from between my 
knees and spill what milk I 
had managed to collect. I’m 
thankful I didn’t have to do 
it very often. 

My mother could milk a 
cow, too, but I. don’t recall 
any of my sisters ever being 
expected to milk, They had 
other chores.

DOWN THE ROAD, 
neighbors had a big farm, 
with probably 100 cows, 
mostly black and white 
Holsteins. My older brother 
helped out on that farm, 
which is probably why he 
was a good milker. 

Cows were milked twice a 
day, in the morning and 
again in the evening. 
Electric milking machines 
were used, and the machines 
had to be moved by hand 


from cow to cow. I don’t 
remember how the milk was 
handled and marketed. 

This operation could have 
used a robot or two, but at 
that time labor was cheaper 
and robots would have been 
way too expensive.

ROBOTS HAVE _ been 
milking cows in America 
since 2001, but in Europe 
since 1992 and in Canada 
since 1998, 

MSU statistics show that 
in 2006, there were 75,000 
dairy producers in the 
United States, and fewer 
than 50 use robotic milking. 
The MSU application is 
only the second in 
Michigan. 

As is everything else in 
our world, agriculture and 
the dairy business are under- 
going massive changes, and 
I find the whole story of 
robots milking cows fasci- 
nating, perhaps because of 
my recollection of earlier 
times spent with cows and 
farms.

Erickson said the bell rep- 
resents the heart of the ship 
and dates back to the days 
when sailors hunted whales 
on ships.

Erickson recalled 
Jungman was a quiet man, 
but said he didn’t have a 
close relationship with his 
fellow shipmate. 

“We were not close, but 
when you spend all that 
time together out on the 
Great Lakes with 30 other 
guys, you get to know them 
pretty well,” 

Pinkelman said the induc- 
tion of her father into the 
Great Lakes Lore Maritime 
Museum has brought some 
peace of mind for the fami- 
ly, 

“It’s given us some final 
closure because we were 
young kids when the acci- 
dent happened and there 
were a lot of things that 
were unknown,” Pinkelman 
said. “This has brought 
everything together for us.”

Records fi 
for all entering kindergarten students and students enrolled from outside the district will be reviewed to ensure i 
immunizations are up to date, Notice will be sent to parents or guardians if there is no immunization record upon [im 
d school entry or if records are incomplete. Students not in compliance with state immunization requirements will i 
be excluded from school until documentation of immunization is presented. Parents may sign a waiver if they [ij 
have a religious or other objection to immunization, or they may provide a statement of objection for medical im 
m reasons which has been signed by a physician. Michigan law requires that all students be immunized against ja 
m diphtheria, tetanus, pertussis, polio, measles, mumps and rubella. Immunization can be obtained from your physi- 
cian of health department,
